Dear Harold, 

Since you say you have a little time right now, I thought 
I would send along Chapter VI, even though it lacks an ending. 

I have been toying with using Tague at the ending, but I keep 
getting balled up about the significance of it — beyond showing 
the sorriness of the investigation, etc. , a point I believe I have 
made sufficiently. As wild as the Tague business seems on the sur- 
face, I also find myself with what no doubt is a simplistic view:
